pany was authorized by parliament to 
issue additipnal stock ta the amount 
of $29,000,00, with the express con- 
dition that the proceeds were main'y 
4ax be used to purchase the necessary 
equipment, and whereas, the condi- 
tions in regard to grain transporta-

The ques:ions “What have you to 
vel? and where do yeu sell it,” are 
wery frequenily :sked by these <con- 
templating immigration to North Al- 
iberta. The following enswers are re- 
fiable and rather within ihe iryth than 
exeggerated, taking an average vield 
fpr the pist years. 

Takin a farm of i60 acres, worked | 
by one min except at barvesy time for 
three weeks, with 8¢.2cres under culii- 
wition, with three -working Tlorses, 
sigh! cows and ten breeding sows— 
say 4@ acres o: wheat ere sown yield- 
ing at 30 bushels to ihe acre—i200 
bushels. Of this 160 bashe!s must be 
kept for seed and flour for the famil7, 
leaving 1,040 bushels for sale at say 
53c which will make $251 20. 

Then with 30 acres « oats yielding 
oa the sverage 70 Sushels to che acre 
we have zi00*ushke’s. Of this, the far- 
mer shoul¢ keep ‘or seed 2nd feed at 
le2si 60: bushels for he will nced feed 
for his horses, for his milking cows 
during the winter, bis young calves 
and pigs al! of which should be fed 
ground o3ts. At 20c per bushe! we 
have $305 for 1500 bushels of vats, 
which one farmer has for sale.

With his ten breeding sows he shouid 
certainly raise at least 8) pigs, as 
mnany of his sows wll raise’ two litters 
each year if properly sheitered in the 
winter. At eigitt mou.ts «id these pigs 
if taken care of wilt teadily sel! at $10 
zich, giving their owner at least $700 
for his: trouble. He will need to buy,a 
few loads of shorts to feed his young 
pigs, say three tons. : 

Now 4s regards mariets, the flour 
mills of Edmonton, £¢rathcona and sur- 
rounding districts have always paid ior 
goowi wheat inore than export prices, 
as home consumption is lirge and rap- 
idly increasing. The ouataieal milis 
purchases all the good cats available at 
about 22 per bushe!, while oats of a 
lower grade sell at about 20c. 

Beef eatile are readily sold either io 
local butchers or fer export and huy- 
ers are continually travelling through 
the country to purchase the sicck they 
want, the farmer delivering them at 
the railway. d <: 

The demand for fat hogs is good all 
the yeax round, the large pork pack- 
ing factories being prepared to take all 
they can get ai from 4 1-2 to dc per Ib. 
live weight, the farmers delivering 
them at the factory. : 

Any active man with a litle. hetp oc- 
cagionally can manage the work des- 
cribed. He will not have much gpere 
time it 1s true, but he can b2 sure «i 
a certain reward for his labor and — his 
farm will increase In value year by 
year, not alone op account of the im- 
provements he makes thereon, but on 
zgcount of the rapid increase in land
